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what ſhe had read or heard, and expreſſing her ad- 
miring Thoughts of God's Wiſdom, and Goodneſs 
in the Works of Creation and Redemption. 
Some Months before her Death perceiving great 
Pain and Uneaſineſs, by Reaſon of her frequent 
Coughing; ſhe expreſs d her ſelf once to a Relation 
as if ſhe feared God was angry with her, becauſe 
of her Affliction; But being told that Afflictions 
are rather Signs of our Adoption, according to 
thoſe Words of the Author to the Hebrews, chap. 
x11. 6, 7, 8. Whom the Lord loveth, he chaſtueth, and 


ſcourgeth every Son whom he receiveth. If ye endure chaſt- 
ning, God dealeth with vou at Sons : For what Son is 


he, whom the Father chaſtneth not? But if ye be with- 
out Chaſtiſement, whereof all are-Partakers, then are ye 
Baſtards, and not Sons. She was hereupon well ſa- 
tisfied,, and would often repeat thoſe Lines of the 
xvith Pſalm, in Dr. Patricks Verſion: 


With what I have, Fm pleaſed much, 
With what I hope for more.

Her rejoycing was that of the Apoſtle, which ſhe 
often expreſs'd in his Words: The Teſtimony ef her 
Conſcience, that in Simplicity and godly Sincerity ſhe had 


her Converſation in this World, And at other times 
_ would recite thoſe Words in the cxxxixth Pſalm : 


Lor d, fince my Thoughts accuſe me not © 
Of living in a falſe Diſguiſe; 8 


Im leſs lo to undergo 
The Tryal of thy piercing Eyes. 


This ſhe expreſſed to a Relation to have been 
a great Comfort to her : That God accepted of 
her Sincerity, and willing Mind inſtead of Per- 
fection: That he had not deſpiſed the Day of 
{mall Things: That Chriſt would not break the 
bruiſed Reed, nor quench the ſmoaking Flax. 


She 
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She apprehended her own inward Decay, and 
ſpake more freely of her dying to others; than to 
her neareſt Relations, being unwilling to grieve 
them: And when ſometimes in her flattering Di- 
Kemper: [a Conſumprion ] ſhe had Revivings, and 4 
thought ſhe might live longer, ſhe would expreſs kA 
her {elf to ſuch Purpoſe as this: This had 
* A happy Illneſs to her; and that if it were not 
4 utito Death, yet ſhe doubted not it would be 
cc umto the Glory of God.” She would oftentimes, 
before her laſt Illneſs, expreſs her Thankfulneſs to 
the All-wiſe God, that ſhe had a weakly Conſtitu- 
tion, not knowing what dangerous Snares and 
Temptations ſhe might poſſibly by Means thereof 
have been freed from. Towards her latter End, 
She ſaid, © She apprehended her Afflictions to be 
4 the Corrections of a tender Father; and that 
<« ſhe could ſee his Love accompanying his Rod; 
« and that the Smiles of his Countenance were 1 
« better than Life: That he was her, reconciled 
F God in Chriſt.” 4 Y * 
She was greatly carried above the Love of Life, 
and the Fear of Death. She would ſay to them a- 
bout her Dying- Bed to this effect. have all 
this World can afford: I am happy in the Love 
of my Relations, and ſenſible of it, and thank- 
4 ful for it. If Thouſands would fave my Life, I 
& know they would be freely parted with: But all 
this is nothing in Compariſon of the Love of ß 
& God, and the Hopes of enjoying him“ 1 
She told one that attended her in her Sickneſs, 
* She thought ſhe ſhould die, but ſhe was not a- 
« fraid of Death.” Yet ſhe wanted not a due Senſe 
of the juſt Demerit of Sin, that ſhe was guilty in 
the Sight of ſtri& Juſtice, and of the vaſt Conſe- 
quences of Dying, and expreſs'd her ſelf to that ef- 
tect, particularly on the SETANY before ſhe 
died:

It was Matter of great Joy to her, Wben ſhe 
thought of her ark. deſcended from Anceſtors

er bleſſed Redeemer and Lord, whom ſhe believed 
in, and loved, tho” unſeen. She was greatly ſenſible 
of the Grace of the Lord Jeſus : She —— his in- 
finite Perfections, as God, and as her God; and 
would often ſay „ Whar Swoetneſs is there in thoſe 
two Words, My God? and that to them that be- 
lieve Chriſt is | mat Precious indeed ; and as 
the Mediator between God and Man. She adored 
alſo his great Condeſcenſion, and Kindneſs in ſuf- 
© fering Death for Sinners, and declared her Accep- 
tance of him as Prophet, Prieſt, and King, and 
rely'd on him as a merciful and faithful high Prieſt, 
po depended.entirely on the gracious Aſſiſtances 
of the Holy Spirit of God. She told a near Re-
